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Our Old Friend Non Sequitur And 
Ottawa Legislation

In the old days of special pleaders, 


who could so

word to prove almost anything, the bane of professional ex- 
istence was a non sequitur, which may be explained as adopt- 
ing for a definite conclusion something which does not neces- 
sarily follow from the facts stated as a basis for a conclusion, 
This was the ghost which haunted the Houses of Parliament 
at Ottawa when the Conservative administration was putting

Where the ghost of non sequitur walks through the 
Creditors’ Arrangement Acts 


that because Section 91 of the B.N.A. Act entrusts the subjects 
of bankruptcy and insolvency to the Dominion Parliament, there- 
for the Dominion Parliament can pass an Act relating to farm- 
el whereunder a farmer can be kept in an intermediate state 
of being neither bankrupt or insolvent but still be made immune 
as from and against all liabilities and conditions which would 
otherwise affect him by reason of Provincial Legislation under 
the Property and Civil Rights Power.

much judicial thought. 


The figure of the non sequitur ghost can also be discerned, 
and not quite so dimly, in the Act to provide for a weekly day 
of rest. This Act recites the Treaty of Versailles, and a conven- 


tion thereunder, and then declares a duty to provide for the ap- 
plication of the weekly rest in industrial undertakings, in ac- 
cordance with the general provisions of the said convention and 


to assist in the maintenance on equitable terms of interprovincial 
and international de. The difficulty to be judicially sur- 
mounted is determining any basis in law for the assumption the 
parliament can sit as a court of morals and enact provisions ex- 
fer g to things which may reasonably be thought to “equit- 
ably” carry out intents not expressed by the Treaty in words of 
direct contract or obligation. 

The ghost is outlined in even brighter colors in an Act to 
establish an Employment and Social Insurance Commission be- 
cause in addition to the reciting of “eguitable terms” there is 
the reciting that it desirable to discharge the obligations to 
Canadian labor under the provisicns of the said Treaty.
